Meeting of the Shad Interest at Harrisburg.

An of-Fish-sll meeting of those intercsted in
ihe Damming of the Susquebanna by the Canal
Company was held at Harrisburg this week,
+ and was well represented by some Shad of the
bighest standing in the market and community,

The Chairman palled the meeting to order in
aneat speech, remarking, “What Buad-ows we
are, and what ‘shadders’ we pursue” (immense
applause), evidently alluding to the porpose o!
the shadders to catch the fish on the other side
of the dam with a pgillnet. The Chairman
thought it high time to raise thelir volices at this
crisig, a8 other Fin-ians had done (cries of good |
good 1), and demand of the State Legisliuture that
there should be no Dam obstructions put in the
unoble Busquebsnna by any Company. Nomatter
if the said Company was composed of the "big
fish" (sensntion) of the Siate, he wonld never
extensdl the right fin of fellowship to any one
engared in such a sealy proceeding. (Grest
applause, during which the Chairman took his
seat.)

Shad Ko, 2 rose to a point of order to ask
wkether they intended to use “shore,” “sweep,”
or "gill” nets on the upper Busquehanna, and
whether the Nett profite (applause) of the pro-
poeed Compuny were o be free from State tax.
For his part he would think himsell in Seine, to
advocate any such moasure (grest cheering).
